That we $should $so love and fear God, as not 
to covet our neighbour's inheritance or proper- 
ty, or endeavour to possess ourselves of thenr 
by deceitful means or the false appearance of a 
legal right; but be ready at all times to assIst 
and Serve him 1n the preservation of his own. 


THE TENTH COMMANDMENT. 


« Thou $halt not covet thy neizhbour's wife, 
nor his man-servant, nor his maid-servant, nor

IWhat is required of us in this commandment 2 

That we $Should $so love and fear God, as not 
even to desire to delude or alienate from the af- 
tection of our neighbour his wite or servants, or 
force away from him his cattle; but to use our 
endeavours, that they may continue with, and dis-- 
charge their duty and obligations to hims 

It hat 8aith the Lord our God _— thcose

"He-sarh;” «1 the-Eord thy Godama jealous : 
God, visiting the iniquity of the lathers Upory

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the children to the third and fourth generation 
of them that hate me, and shewing mercy unto 
thousands of them that love me- and keep my 
commandments.” 

What do we learn from this declaration ? 

God threatens severely to punish all who trans- 
gress these commandments; we $should there- 
fore dread his displeasure, and not act contrary 
to his laws. On the other hand, he promises 
grace and every blessing to such as obey his 
laws; we should therefore love and confide in lim, 
and cheerfully-do-what he has commanded-us.
